KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 


Tux modern heroes of this order, have attempted J 


to perſuade their proſelytes, that it is a branch of 
Maſonry ; but the abſurdity of this ſuppoſition will 
be evident, on the peruſal of the ſubſequent remarks 
Foncerning it. At preſent, the particulars will not 
be developed. In this reſtriction is to be underſtood, 


the ceremonies of the Reception, the Obligation, and 


the Lectures; nevertheleſs, ſuch hints will be in. 
terſperſed in the enſuing narration, as will ſufficiently 
convince the members of this degree, that unleſs ſome 
very particular conſideration occaſioned the omiſſion, 
that the minutiz at large would have been delineated, 


as in the other degrees. The idea of giving perſonal of. 


fence to individuals is diſclaimed, and the reſpett that 
is due to perſonages, who are at this time materially 
concerned in the purſuit of it, reſtrains the hand of 
the inquiſitor, and prevents the diſcloſure. The 


ſketch traced herein of its inconſiſtences, is intended 


to operate ſo far, as to convince the practitioners, that 
it has not the leaſt connexion with Free-Maſonry, and 
to induce them to, lay aſide the impoſition in future.

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his order was firſt inſtituted at - Jeruſalem, in 
1118, for the defence of the Holy Sepulchre, and pro- 
_ teftion of the Pilgrims, that e to it. Hugorde 
Paganis, and Geoffry de St. Adama, were the 
founders. Theſe Knights had the name of Templars 
given them, as their firſt habitation as a ſociety, was 


adjacent to the Temple, and from thence it was, that 
the houſes which they afterwards cauſed to be built, 
were yen Ten les. , 
This order was a religious, as well as a military 
one; it was confirmed in the Council of Troye, in 


112, and its rule was compoſed by Saint Bernard. 
After the downfal of Jeruſalem, this fociety was 
_ diſperſed over Europe, and increaſed prodigiouſſy by 


the liberality of the well-diſpoſed : but theſe acquiſi - 
tions changed the manners of the Knights, and in 
proceſs of time, their ſcandalous lives, joined to an in- 


fupportable pride, cauſed them to be as odious, as 

they were eſteemed at the beginning of their inſtitu- 
tion. Collier, in his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory obſerves, 
«+ That it was a common ſaying, to drink like a 
Templar.” In conſequence of their enormities, Pope 


Clement V. in 1310, iſſued a mandate to the. Sove- 
reign Princes, to have the whole Order of Knights 
arreſted in one day, which was complied with, In 
France, 2 charge Was exhibited agai ſt them, that at 
their: reception- into the ſociety they denied the Mef- 


— hah, and ſpit thrice upon a Crucifix. In addition to 
this accuſation, was added Sodomy, and other crimes:

Jem, called at this day, Knights of Malta. 

From this Hiſtorical review of the Knights Tem- 
plars of Old, it will be evident, that the Order was 
entirely aboliſhed; and if it had ſubſiſted to the preſent 
t1ne, that not the moſt remote connexion between it 
and Free Maſonry, can be drawn. Royal Arch Ma- 
ſonry is coeval with the Creation itſelf; Craft Ma- 
ſons, from the days of Solomon; but the Knight 
Templars of the preſent age, have no antiquity to 
boaſt of, even the name is not to be met with either 
in ſacred or prophane hiſtory, till the time of the Cru- 
Jades. : | 
That a ſociety has a few years ſubſiſted in the Me- 
tropolis, under this appellation, is a fact well known; 
but to gain admittance therein, it was not a neceflary 
qualification for a perſon to be a Free, or a Royal 
Arch Maſon, for many have been accepted, without 
theſe. diſtinftions. That the York Maſons have this
